SCULPTURE OF THE INDIAN.

Only Three Specimen* of Lo'» 


Carving Have Been Found. 


One of the three known example* In 


the United States of the famous In- 
dian "sculpture" on two of tl» lav 
mense rocks which form th* "•*••*» 
falls" of the Connecticut river at Bat 
lows falls has been entirely obliterat- 
ed, not a trace of the marking wlilch 
recorded some important event In tt»» 
history of the aborigines being left, 
says the Boston Herald. The sculp- 
ture was a favorite subject of dlscut- 
slon for antiquarians and developed 
much controversy as to the manner 
and time in which it w*a made. When 
first discovered It consisted of a group 
of 16 or 
18 variously 
ornamented 


heads plainly cut into th« rocks. The 
main piece of work was shown on a 
flat space about 15 feet wide and six 
feet high and consisted of four heads, 
each surraountctf with a pair of rays 
and numerous heads without any dec- 


; oration.

; large head with at least eight rays,

SCULPTURE OF THE INDIAN. 


Only Three Specimen* of Lo'» Roel 


Carving Have Been Found. 


One of the three known example* In 


the United States of the famous In- 
dian "sculpture" on two of tht Im- 
mense rocks which form th» "gnft. 
falls of the Connecticut river at Bel- 
lows falls has been entirely obliterat- 
ed, not a trace of the marking wUlch 
recorded some important event In th» 
history of the aborigines being left, 
says the Boston Herald 
The sculp- 


ture was a favorite subject of discus- 
sion for antiquarians and developed 
much controversy as to the 
manner 


and time in which it was made When 
first discovered It consisted of a croup 
of 16 or 
18 
variously 
ornamented 


heads plainly cut into the rocks The 
main piece of work was shown on e 
flat space about 15 feet wide and six 
feet high and conbibted of four heads, 
each surraountc.1? with a pair of raya 
and numerous heads without any dec- 
oration 
On the other rock waa one 


large head with at least eight 
rays, 


tine head being 14 Inches across at 
the fo-ehead
